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Who Is Hamley- /I nyway? 


T HE customers of “Hamley” are 
numbered by the thousands in 
all parts of the United States, 
Canada and Mexico. These customers 
know “Hamley” only, however, as the 
maker of First Quality Riding Goods. 
They do not know from where nor 
whence he came and they do not know 
whether he is of the black, white or 
yellow race. It may interest some to 
know a little more 
about the man who 
founded “Hamley & 

Co.,” so here is a 
short biography. 

The father and 
mother of J. J. Ham-* 
ley came to this coun¬ 
try from England in 
1840. Wm. Hamley 
had been associated 
with his father in the 
making of English 
riding goods and har¬ 
ness and entered the 
same kind of business 
in this country in 
Wisconsin. 

J. J. Hamley 

(John) was born in 
1859 and when he 
was five years old his 
father enlisted in the 
Civil war. After re¬ 
turning from the war, 
his father took up the 
same business again. 

John stayed with his 
father until he was 
twenty-four years of 
age. The family was 
large and they had 
no money, so John, 
and his brother 
Henry, having 
learned the trade as 
mechanics, decided, in 1883, that they 
wanted to go West and start for them¬ 
selves. They left Wisconsin, each with 
a railroad ticket to Ashton, South Da¬ 
kota, and ten dollars in cash between 
them. Of course they needed some¬ 
thing besides this ten dollars, as 
they were “going into business*' so they 
stopped at a wholesale house in Minne¬ 
apolis and, in some way, induced the 
manager of that concern to allow them 
credit to the extent of $500. This 
$500 stock was shipped to Ashton and 
the saddle and harness store they started 
there was known as “Hamley Bros.” 


Things went fine in Ashton for about 
three years. Business was good and 
they made a little money. Four straight 
years of crop failures hit that country 
then, however, and in 1890 they had 
lost what they had made and were badly 
in debt besides. They had one asset, 
though, which could not be lost in that 
way and this asset was the “nerve and 
pluck” they had shown the manager 
of the wholesale 
house in Minneapolis, 
when they asked him 
for the $500 credit. 

The brothers de¬ 
cided there must be 
some better place 
than South Dakota 
just at that particular 
time, so with their 
wives and John*s one- 
year old son Lester, 
moved West again. 
This time to Ken¬ 
drick, Idaho. By a 
little more good luck 
than bad, John was 
able to withstand a 
fire in 1892, which 
burned his store as 
well as every other 
store in the town; the 
death of his brother, 
Henry, in 1893; the 
rainy fall of 1894; 
pay up his old debts 
which he was obliged 
to leave in South Da¬ 
kota; put a family 
of three children 
through school; with¬ 
stand another fire in 
1904 which again 
burned every store in 
the town; and land in 
Pendleton, Oregon in 
1905, with a capital of about $5,000 in 
cash and a name for honesty, integrity 
and aggressiveness among wholesalers, 
both East and West, as well as among 

his customers and friends who knew 

him personally. 

Hamley & Co., Pendleton, Oregon, 
was established June 5, 1905. As soon 
as John*8 Idaho friends learned he was 
again established in business they be¬ 
gan sending to him for their saddles, 
harness, etc. Oregon people soon 
took notice of the superior quality of 
his goods and his fair prices. A great 
number of the people from this part

Founder of the house of Hamley & Co. 
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of the country began taking up claims 
and buying property in Southern Idaho, 
Northern California, Montana, etc., and 
of course Ham'ley was called upon for 
saddles, harness, etc. Mail order busi¬ 
ness, from these personal friend custo¬ 
mers, was hard to handle without a 
catalog, so, in 1909, the first “Hamley 
Catalog** was printed. 

“Hamley** fame has now spread to 
practically every farm and ranch homi 
in the entire West. In our shops will be 
found some mechanics who have been 
. in this business nearly as long as J. J. 


Hamley has; men who know saddles 
and riding equipment from A to Z. The 
aim of the whole organization is right 
in keeping with J. J. Hamley*® ideas: 
viz—deliver to each customer exactly 
the kind of goods he wants; make sure 
that “made to order** goods are made 
the way they are ordered and see to 
it that “quality** is paramount in every 
article shipped. 

With this brief sketch you may know 
something of J. J. Hamley, the Presi¬ 
dent, Manager and chief owner of this 
concern.

At least one-fourth the 
amount of every order must ac¬ 
company the order. Strictly one 
price to all. All prices subject 
to change without notice. Where 
prices are reduced goods will be 
shipped at the reduced price and 
the saving returned to you. In 
case of advance in price, we will 
advise you before shipping the 
goods, if you so request. All 
prices are F. O. B. Pendleton, ex¬ 
cept where otherwise stated. 

2— How to send money: 

The best way is by postal or ex¬ 
press money order. We also ac¬ 
cept bank drafts and checks drawn 
by responsible parties. Make all 
drafts, orders and checks payable 
to Hamley & Co. We accept 
stamps for amounts up to $100.00 
if received in good order. 

3— How to write an order: 

Write distinctly. Especially your 
name and full address.

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About Prices 

A LL PRICES in this catalog are NET F. O. B. Pendleton, and 
subject to reductions or advances at any time as conditions de¬ 
mand. Prices are figured down just as close as it is possible to 
figure and still maintain the quality of the goods. 

The quotations on heavy stock saddles include trees as long as 15 
inches and skirts of the right dimensions to balance with the tree. On 
saddles priced at $80.00 and over, for square skirts, we include skirts 
as large as 30x15 inches. For skirts this large it requires a tree 
fully 14/4 or 15 inches long to make the saddle balance. For a tree 
as short as 13 inches, the skirts should not be over 28 inches long. 


About Extras 


For some of the extras on saddles, the fol¬ 
lowing list will give considerable information: 

For saddles with trees longer than 15 inches, 
add $1.50 for each inch over the 15 inches. 

For square skirts larger than 15x30 inches 
on saddles, listed at $80.00 and over, add $1.00 
extra for each additional inch of width and 
75 cents extra for each additional inch of 
length. 

For California Round Skirts like shown on 
page 57, add $2.00 to the price quoted for 
the regular round skirts on the saddle under 
consideration. 

For One-piece Fenders and Stirrup Leathers, 
when not shown that way in picture of saddle 
quoted, add $3.00 on flowered saddles and 
$2.00 on check stamp or plain saddles. 

For Ope-piece Seat and Front Jockeys (like 
shown on page 40) add $2.50 to the price 
quoted on round skirt saddles and $3.50 on 
square skirt saddles. 

For Rope Roll Front and Cantle Bindings 
on saddles shown with regular style bindings, 
add $8.00. 


For Rawhide Braided Horn on saddles show¬ 
ing wrapped or leather covered horn, add $1.00 
to price of saddle. 

For Sterling White Metal Horn instead of 
regular wrapped steel horns, add $3.50 to price 
quoted. (We have a special horn with a 
thick edge so it will not cut the hand. 

For Button Top Sterling Horn like shown on 
Saddle “Forsyth,” page 12, add $4.00 to 
prices quoted on saddles showing wrapped or 
covered horns. 

Initials or Brand stamped on back cantle of 
saddle without charge. 

For Swell Forks wider than quoted in de¬ 
scription of saddle, add $1.00 for each inch of 
swell over the width specified. 

Double Rawhide Cover on Tree, $5.00 extra. 
Our trees all have extra heavy covers and 
double cover is really not necessary. 

If double stirrup leathers are wanted on sad¬ 
dles shown with half double leathers, add $1.50 
to price quoted. 

For Hamley’s Flat Plate Rigging, on saddles 
shown with other style single riggings, add 
$2.50 to price.

Some folks like 
a tight fit in a saddle and some want lots of room. The sizes given are for the average 
person and will help you some if you are undecided. Same measurements apply to New Low 
Bronc as to regular Hamley Bronc and same to New Low Canutt as to regular Canutt. 
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In Which Postal Zone Are You ? 

r I ’’HIS PAGE and page 9 are mainly for use when ordering sad- 
dies and other heavy articles shipped by mail. The postage re¬ 
quired on small articles is quoted along with the price of each article. 

To determine the postal zone in which your post-office is located 
from Pendleton, consult this page. If you cannot ascertain the zone 
from the information given here, just ask your postmaster. He has 
a zone map and guide and can tell you very easily. For postal rates 
to your zone see following page. If you remit too much for postage 
we shall return any balance due you. 


OREGON—Hood River and The Dalles are 
in the Second Zone, as well as all towns east 
of them. Portland and nearly all towns in 
the Willamette Valley are in the Third Zone. 
In Eastern Oregon, Burns and all towns 
north are in the Second Zone. The Narrows 
and all towns directly east or west are in the 
Third Zone. 

WASHINGTON—Seattle, Tacoma, Van¬ 
couver, Olympia and all towns near them are 
in the Third Zone. All towns in Northern 
Washington, within seventy-five miles of the 
Canadian border, are in the Third Zone. All 
towns south and east of the places mentioned 
are in the Second Zone. 

IDAHO—McCall, Tensed, Ahsahka, Payette, 
Kooskia, and all towns west of any of these 
are in the Second Zone. All towns north and 
all south and east as far as Gilmore, Bernice, 
Clearlake, Dietrich, and Roseworth are in the 
Third Zone. All towns directly east or south 
of these are in the Fourth Zone. 

CALIFORNIA—Northern California and as 
far south as San Francisco is in the Fourth 
Zone. All south of San Francisco is in the 
Fifth Zone. 

MONTANA—Western Montana and as far 
east as Essex and Deer Lodge is in the Third 
Zone. Central Montana and as far East as 
Barnard, Glasgow, Lame Deer, Forsyth, Busby 
and Decker, is in the Fourth Zone. All towns 
east of these are in the Fifth Zone. 

COLORADO—All of Colorado is in the 
Fifth Zone from Pendleton. 

WYOMING—The western half of Wyoming 
is in the Fourth Zone and the eastern half is 
in the Fifth Zone. 


UTAH— The northern half of Utah is in 
the Fourth Zone and the southern half is in 
the Fifth Zone. 

NEVADA—The extreme northwestern comer 
is in the Third Zone. The balance of Nevada 
is in the Fourth Zone with the exception of 
the extreme southern corner, which is in the 
Fifth Zone. 

NORTH and SOUTH DAKOTA, COLO¬ 
RADO and ARIZONA, are practically wholly 
within the Fifth Zone. 

NEBRASKA—The western half is in the 
Fifth Zone and the eastern half is in the 
Sixth Zone. 

ARIZONA—The whole state, with the ex¬ 
ception of the extreme southeastern corner is 
in the Fifth Zone. The southeastern corner is 
in the Sixth Zone. 

NEW MEXICO—The northwestern half is 
in the Fifth Zone and the balance is in the 
Sixth Zone. 

KANSAS—The northwestern corner is in 
the Fifth Zone and the balance of the state 
is in the Sixth Zone. 

MINNESOTA, IOWA and OKLAHOMA— 

All of these states are in the Sixth Zone, 

TEXAS—The northwestern half is in Sixth 
Zone and the southeastern half is in the 
Seventh Zone. 

ALL STATES EAST OF THOSE NAMED 
ABOVE are in the Seventh and Eighth Zones. 

CANADA—The whole of Canada is in the 
Eighth Zone. 

For Postal rates applying to different zones 
see next page. 
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About Shipping Goods 

Regarding the shipping of goods, to 
determine the zone in which you live, 
see opposite page 


Packages weighing as much as 70 pounds can now be shipped by mail to places within the first, 
second and third zones. The limit in other zones is 50 pounds. The limit in size is 84 inches 
for the combined length and girth of the packages. Within these limits are included saddles 
with round skirts, and some saddles with square skirts can also be mailed provided the skirts 
are not too large. 

If you live off the railroad and it is hard to go to the Express Office we shall be glad to ship 
your saddle by mail if you will just include the money for postage when sending the order. If 
youi 4 office is a money order postoffice all you need do in sending the order is remit a small 
deposit and we can ship C. O. D. for the balance as well as the postage. If your office is not a 
money order office remit full amount of order, including postage. Your check will do the trick. 

If you live within the first or second zone from Pendleton the postage amounts to five cents 
for the first pound and one cent additional for each extra pound. If you live in the third xone 
the first pound is six cents with two cents extra for each additional pound. If you live in the 
fourth zone the first pound is seven cents with four cents for each additional pound. For the 
fifth zone the first pound is eight cents, with six cents extra for each additional pound. For the 
sixth zone the first pound is nine*cents, with eight cents extra for each additional pound. For 
the seventh zone the first pound is eleven cents and each additional pound is ten cents. All 
territory outside of the seventh zone is in the eight zone and each pound is twelve cents. 

The average weight of a round skirt saddle, with 14-inch swell, is about 38 pounds when 
packed; so, if it is to be shipped within the first or second zones the charge is about 42 cents; 
into the third zone it would be 80 cents; into the fourth zone, $1.55; into the fifth zone, $2.30; 
into the sixth zone, $3.05 ; into the seventh zone, $3.81 ; into the eighth zone, $4.56. 

The cost of postage on small articles is given under the prices throughout the book. The 
amounts stated are usually more than is necessary for shipments into the nearer zones, but 
when too much postage is remitted we always return the balance. If the postage is not enough 
we shall advise at the time of shipment. 

All parcel post packages are insured when they leave our store so there is no possible loss to 
our customers by goods being lost or damaged in the mail. The express companies guarantee 
safe delivery of goods shipped through them. 

Following is a table giving approximate express charges on a package weighing 40 pounds 
(which is about the weight of most saddles when packed) ; shipped into state of Washington, 
50c to $1.00; Idaho, 75c to $1.50; Utah, $1.75 to $2.50; Nevada and Wyoming, $1.75 to $2.75; 
California, $1.50 to $3.00; Montana, $1.00 to $2.25; Colorado, $1.50 to $3.00; Arizona, New 
Mexico, Texas, $3.25 to $4.25 ; North Dakota, South Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, $2.50 to $3.25 ; 
Louisiana, $4.25 to $4.75; Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, Arkansas, $2.65 to $4.00. All states 
east of Mississippi River range from $3.50 to $4.75. The above figures are about as close as 
can be figured without listing each Express Office separately. 

CANADIAN SHIPMENTS—Canada is in the eighth zone (parcel post), and the rate by 
mail is 12 cents per pound. The limit in weight is 4 pounds 6 ounces and the postage on a 
package of that weight would be 60c. Larger packages must go by express. 

Express rates to Canada vary considerably. The charges on a 40-pound shipment ranging 
from $2.75 to $3.25 in Southern British Columbia, Alberta, and Saskatchewan, to $3.50 and 
$4.50 in the more northern districts. Far eastern and northeastern Canadian shipments are, 
of course, proportionately more. Express charges must be prepaid on shipments to Canada. 
Please include expressage with your remittance. 

The present Canadian duty on leather goods is about 30 per cent. 

Please do not ask us to invoice Canadian shipments at prices less than their actual value. 
We play fair with the Government the same as we do with our customers.

The above pictures are to show the difference in the general swing and appearance of saddles 
rigged “E-Z” and otherwise. 

Saddle No. 1 is our make and is “E-Z” rigged. Notice the good forward swing of the stirrup 
leather and the smooth side jockey over which the leg passes. A saddle like this is almost 
“broke in” before it is ridden. 

Now look at saddle No. 2. This is not our make and is “ring” rigged. Look at the hang 
of the stirrup leathers and the way they are held back by the ring. This is what causes most 
stirrup leathers to break off at the lace holes and makes the saddle hard to “break in.” 

Be sure to order your saddle three-quarter or five-eighths “E-Z” rig. 

If you want double rig order “E-Z” three-quarter double. See below. 

Picture Number 3 shows the “E-Z” ring 
itself. It will be noticed that this ring is wide 
and flat. This feature, together with the lateral 
curves in the ring, make a flat surface on 
the side of the horse after rigging straps and 
latigo are in place. 

The small slot in the lower edge of the ring 
is for receiving the fastening end of the latigo 
and prevents the latigo from “rolling” when 
being cinched.

It is a conceded fact among all fancy ropers that 
genuine “Spot Cord” has no equal for spinning. It is 
smooth, will not kink, and has weight enough to 
carry up. 

The ordinary way of making a spinning rope is first 
make a small loop at the end by doubling the rope 
back upon itself and fastening by wrapping with a 
small size copper wire; then take another piece of 
copper wire and smoothly wrap the extreme end of 
the loop, which will prevent the rope wearing itself 
at that point and at the same time will give weight 
to the loop.

FIRST—Make a square knot in the end of your 
rope; most any kind will do, but the one shown in 
Figure 1 is the best, as the loose ends of the 
strands project back and can be clipped off, which 
was done before this picture was taken. 

SECOND—Tie the first half of a square knot, 
just an ordinary loop, leaving about 6J4 or 7 inches 
of rope projecting beyond the loop. 

THIRD—Double the knotted end of the rope 
back, placing the knot between the outer edge of 
the loop and the short rope which comes through 
the loop. 

FOURTH—Take up the slack with the main 
rope and your Honda Loop is made.
